The  motivation  behind  next  year's  pro¬ 
posed  budget  structure  "is  to  reinforce  the 
mission  intention  of  Mississippi  Baptists," 
said  Bobby  Kirk,  member  of  Koundaway 
Church,  Doddsville,  and  chair  of  the 
MBCB  budget  committee 

Kirk  said  Mississippi  B^tist  resident 
membership  amounts  to  2.67%  of  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  membership,  yet 
Mississippians  gave  nearly  11%  of  last 
year's  total  gifts  to  the  Lottie  Moon

The  North  American  partnership 
funds  are  earmarked  for  stateside 
peutnerships,  along  the  lines  of  the 
current  Mississippi /Colorado  Part¬ 
nership  Missions  proj^. 

Under  the  Mississippi  institutions 
and  agencies  section,  the  Baptist 
Children's  Village  requested  a  nalf- 
milhon  dollars,  and  received  $505,740, 
Kirk  noted. 

In  honor  of  the  Village's  100th 
anniversary  in  1998,  the  convention 
voted  to  give  the  Village  additional 
funds  to  sponsor  its  work  for  seven 
days. 

‘  IGrk  said  Mississippi  Baptist 
Health  Systems,  headquartered  in 
Jackson,  requested  no  CP  funds. 

Under  the  MBCB  section,  a  capital 
needs  item  calls  for  $525,000.  Most  of 
those  funds  would  be  used  to  amor¬ 
tize  any  loans  necessary  to  fund 
planned  renovations  at  Gulfshore 
^  Assembly  in  Pass  Christian  and  build- 
E  Ing  projects  at  Central  Hills  Retreat

Jackson  Association  in 
Pascagoula  has  ai  place  for 
church  groups  to  stay  when 
they  come  to  conduct  mis¬ 
sions  projects  along  the 
Mississippi  Gulf  Coast, 
according  to  Tommy  MiUer, 


director  of  the  association's 
multi-housing  ministries. 

This  summer,  14  groups 
made  use  of  the  ministiy  build¬ 
ing,  which  includes  a  dormito¬ 
ry  facility  with  bunks  for  up  to 
24  prople.  Miller  said. 

The  Flack  building  was 
completed  in  1971  to  house 
the  association's  offices. 

When  a  new  office 
buildiitg  was  built 
in  199^  the  Flack 
building  was  con¬ 
verted  into  a  min¬ 
istry  center  with 
the  dormitory 
facility.  Miller 
indicated. 

"The  building 
has  separate  bath 
and  sleeping  areas 
for  male  and 
female,  youth  and 
adults,  with  a  din¬ 
ing  area  and  kitchen 
facilities,"  he  said.

said.  TTiere  were  also  groups 
from  Texas;.  Louisiana,  and 
Alabama. 

"We  had  285 -workers,  532 
children  enrolled  in  various 
ministries,  and 'saw  15  profes¬ 
sions  of  faith  and  four  surren¬ 
der  to  some  phase  of  Christian 
ministry,"  he  said. 

While  the  1998  summer 
schedule  was  full.  Miller  indi¬ 
cated  that  there  were  three 
opa\  weeks  when  the  facility 
was  not  in  use. 

"We  would  like  to  fill  it  each 
week,"  he  added. 

In  addition  to  the  availabili¬ 
ty  of  the  dorm  facilities.  Miller 
said  he  will  also  help  church 
groups  line  up  mission  work 
the  coast. 

There  are  a  number  of  apart¬ 
ment  conmlexes  where  groups 
can  lead  ^ckyard  Bible  Clubs 
or  Vacation  Bible  Schools, 
Miller  said. 

In  addition,  die  association 
has  worked  with  the  local 
YMCAs  to  help  at  several  of 
th&  summer  sites.  Miller  said. 

Three  feature  ministries  on 
the  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  are 
the  two  International  Seaman's 
Centers  in  Pascagoula  and 
Gulfport,  and  the  Truckers  and 
Travelers  Center  in  Pascagoula. 

The  Gulfport  Seaman's 


Center  is  also  supported  by 
Gulf  Coast  Association  in 
Gulfoort. 

N/uUer  said  one  missions 
group  this  summer  boarded  a 
Korean  ship. 

"Many  of  the  seamen  are  not 
allowed  to  leave  die  ships,  so 
we  have  to  go  to  them,"  Miller 
explained. 

Groups  can  help  at  the 
Seaman^s  Centers.  At  the 
Truckers  and  Travelers 
Center,  groups  can  serve 
meals,  clean  and  sort  cloth¬ 
ing,  do  yard  work,  prepare 
food,  or  do  any  number  of 
other  tasks. 

Because  many  youth  groups 
also  have  ministiy  teams  such 
as  choirs,  ensembles,  or  puppet 
teams.  Miller  said  he  will  nelp 
line  up  places  where  the  groups 
can  perform. 

"Groups  can  sing  or  visit 
local  churches.  I  wifi  locate  a 
church  that  will  have  them  on  a 
Wednesday  night  or  a  Sunday," 
Miller  said. 

"Whatever  they  have,  we 
will  try  and  match  them  up 
with  a  church  and  a  need,"he 
pointed  out.

MBCB  approves  renovations,  building  projects 


GGBTS  drops 
N.M.  courses 


MILL  VALLEY,  Calif.  (BP)  — 
Golden  Gate  Seminary  (GGBTS) 
has  suspended  the  "on-site" 
teaching  of  master  of  divinity 
courses  in  the  offices  of  the 
Baptist  Convention  of  New 
Mexico,  announced  Rodrick 
Durst,  vice  president  for  acade¬ 
mic  affairs  at  the  seminary,  citing 
the  need  for  additional  financing 
to  keep  teaching  there. 

GGBTS  began  teaching 
selected  courses  in  New 
Mexico  in  1995  at  the  request 
of  Baptist  Convention  of  New 
Mexico  Executive  Director 
Claude  Cone,  after 
Southwestern  Seminary  in  Fort 
Worth  closed  its  extension  site 
at  the  convention's  office  build¬ 
ing  in  New  Mexico. 

Although  Golden  Gate  has 
since  tau^t  nearly  two  dozen 
courses  in  Albuquerque,  with 
the  average  of  1 0  students  per 
class,  seminary  officials  said 
they  are  unable  to  provide  the 
students  services  which  are 
standard  at  all  the  other  places 
where  Golden  Gate  carries  out 
its  educational  ministry.

♦  Building  projects  at 
Central  Hills  Retreat  near 
Kosciusko. 

♦  Three  church  site  acquisi¬ 
tion  funding  requests. 

The  board  also  unanimously 
approved  a  pair  of  resolutions, 
the  first  honoring  Bill  Causey, 
retiring  MBCB  executive  direc¬ 
tor-treasurer,  on  the  occasion  of 
his  50th  anniversary  in  the  min¬ 
istry;  and  the  second  honoring 
late  Jerry'  Clower,  intemahonal- 
ly-known  humorist  and  devot- 
M  Mississippi  Baptist  layman. 

The  Gulfshore  Assembly 
renovations  on  buildings  up  to 
20  years  old  include  a  complete 
reworking  of  C-wing,  wmich 
includes  the  youth  bunk 
rooms;  renovation  of  the  Earl 
Kelly  Center  for  Christian 
Training  "to  enhance  the  wor¬ 
ship  services  and  other  pro¬ 
grams;"  renovaticffi  of  A-v\ang; 
and  reworking  of  the  bear^ 
harbor,  sea  wafi,  and  pier. 

Cost  of  these  renovations  is 
estimated  at  up  to  $3.25  million.

project  includes  two  lodge 
buildings  to  move  campers  from 
tents  and  to  accommodate  off¬ 
season  groups;  asphalt  paving 
of  roads,  a  multi-purpose  activi-

The  work  at  Central  Hills 
Retreat  is  estimated  to  cost  up 
to  $1.75  million.

The  need  has  never  beeri  greater  for 
Christians  to  work  as  volunteers  in 
prisons,  but  prison  ministry  is  not  for 
everyone. 

EUa  McCarroU,  corrections  chaplain  in 
die  women's  unit  at  Plane  State  Jail, 
Claytcm,  Texas,  led  a  session  on  prison  min¬ 
istry  during  die  Black  Church  ^adership 
Conference  Aug.  17-21  at  Ridgecrest  (N.C^ 
Conference  Center. 

Noting  women  and  youth  are  the 
fastest-growine  segments  of  the  prison 
population,  McCarroU  said  the  United 
^tes  is  statisticaUy  a  world  leader  in  the 
percentage  of  its  population  behind  bars. 

In  Texas,  Hams  Covmty,  in  which 
Houston  is  located,  leads  aU  counties  in  the 
nation  iri  percentage  of  its  population  in 
prison. 

Approximately  20%  of  Americems  are 
part  of  what  she  termed  the  prison  or  crim¬ 
inal  justice  marketplace  —  offenders,  fam¬ 
ilies  of  offenders,  victims  and  tiieir  families 
and  criminal  justice  employees. 

"If  your  mentality  is  that  offenders  are 
just  convicts,  God  can't  use  you  in  prison 
ministry,"  McCarroU  said.  "If  you  have  the 
desire  to  do  it  and  are  willing  to  be 
equmped,  God  can  use  you. 

"Some  volunteers  come  to  minister  out 
of  their  woundedness  rather  than  their 
giftedness,"  she  said,  warning,  "This  is 
debiUtating  rather  than  transforming." 

McCarroU  dted  a  need  for  churches  and 
potential  volunteers  to  understand  prison 
ministry,  at  its  best,  is  far  more  than  just 
going  to  a  faciUty  occasionaUy  to  hold  a 
wor^p  service.  It  may  include: 

•  teaching  di^pleship  classes  suclf  £ts 
those  making  up  the  "Life-Changing 
Academy"  in  Texas  prisons  —  including 
such  di^pleship  resources  as  "Making 
Peace  with  Your  Past,"  "Search  for 
Siefufic*mce,"  "Experiencing  God," 
"Untangling  Relationships"  ana  "Survival 
Kit  for  New  Christians.' 

AU  are  produced  by  LifeWay  Christian 
Resources  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

•  conducting  one-on-one  mentoring 
where  a  Christian  meets  no  more  than 
twice  a  month  with  a  carefuUy  selected 
offender  who  wants  to  improve  his/her 
chances  for  making  it  on  the  outside. 

•  pen-pal  ministry.  "Offenders  love  to 
receive  maU,"  McCarroU  said,  noting  peo¬ 
ple  must  avoid  getting  too  personal. 
’'Don't  talk  about  your  personal  fife.  Don't 
make  promises  about  nelp  after  they  get 
out.  Never  write  from  your  home  address. 
Write  from  a  post  office  box  or  from  the 
church." 

McCarroU  said  churches  need  to  expand 
their  thinking  about  criminal  justice  min¬ 
istry  to  include  not  only  offenders,  but  also 
theu  famUies,  victims  of  crimes  and  pro¬ 
fessionals  enq>loyed  in  the  criminal  justice 
system. 

Ministry  to  victims  and  their  famUies 
may  be  a  good  place  to  begin  a  churdi 
ministry,  she  said. 

Among  famUies  of  offenders,  there  is  a 
sense  in  whidi  "the  chUdren  are  incarcer¬ 
ated  at  home  when  tiieir  parents  are  in 
prison,"  she  said.  Also,  an  mcreasing  fact 
of  prison  life  is  several  famUy  members 
suoi  as  sp>ouses  or  a  mother  and  daughter 
servir^  terms  at  the  same  time. 

Staff  members,  who  work  in  a  highly 
stressful  atmosphere,  often  are  overlooked 
for  ministry.  Sne  urged  churches  to  con¬ 
sider  special  recogmtions  for  correctional 


officer^  in  the  community. 

To  those  considering  some  form  of  crim¬ 
inal  justice  ministry,  McCarroU  suggested 
eight  actions: 

•  Assess  the  need. 

•  find  otiiers  already  involved  and 
learn  frc«n  tiiem. 

•  Evaluate  the  i^ed  for  ministry  to  fam- 
iUes  of  offenders. 

•  Pray  about  God's  caU. 

•  Communicate  with  your  pastor  about 
God's  caU. 

•  Explore  ministry  possibUities.  Start 
smaU. 

•  Train  for  ministry.  Most  states  require 
some  type  of  training. 

•  Recognize  criminal  justice  ministry 
can  open  access  to  meeting  the  needs  of 
many  petmle. 

To  explore  the  options  for  ministry  at  a 
particular  facUity,  McCarroU  suggested 
starting  with  tile  chaplain,  if  there  S  one, 
and  a^  scheduling  a  meeting  witii  the 
warden. 

Through  training  and  experience,  she 
said  vohmteers  wiU  see  their  stereotjqies  of 
offenders  changed. 

"Offenders  are  likable,"  she  said. 
"That  makes  you  vulnerable.  Some  are 


mcinipulative.  Some  are  real." 

She  cautioned  agciinst  high  expectations 
about  success.  "Some  wiU  not  be  reached. 
Some  zue  not  ready." 

Behavior  witii  offenders  must  be  "fair, 
firm  and  consistent.  If  you  can't  say  no, 
you  don't  belong  in  prison  ministry," 
McCarroU  said.  "If  you  have  to  be  liked, 
you're  in  trouble." 

Most  important,  she  urged,  "Know  who 
you  are.  My  phUosophy  is  you  never  do 
anything  for  an  offender  that  an  off^der 
can  do  for  himself.  Half  of  the  work  is 
knowing  who  you  are."

The  signatures,  which 
are  needed  by  Sept.  21,  will 
appear  in  a  two-page  advertise¬ 
ment  in  Roll  CaU,  a  newspaper 
in  Washii^ton  read  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress,  In  late 
September  or  early  October. 

me  ad  will  thank  members 
of  Congress  who,  in  19%,  voted 
for  a  $250  million  federtd  pro¬ 
gram  to  promote  abstinence 
4mtil  marriage  as  die  preferred 
societal  standard,  according  to 
the  orcanizers  of  die  ad  imtia- 
tive,  R)cus  on  die  Family  and 
True  Love  Waits.  Focus  on  the 
Family  will  p^  the  ad's  costs. 

True  Love  Waits,  which  has 
been  at  die  forefront  of  the 
now-intemational  abstinence 
movement,  was  launched  by 
LifeWay  Christian  Resources 
(formerly  the  Sunday  School 
Board)  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  1993. 

"Congress  needs  to  hear  a 
diank  you  from  teens  who  appre¬ 
ciate  a  program  that  will  help 
them  follow  their  hopies  and 
dreams  for  sexual  purity,"  a  joint 
news  release  from  Focus  and 
TLW  said.  The  congressional 
action,  they  noted,  dares  to 
counter  die  current  era  in  whkh, 
"Many  of  the  messages  in  culture 
from  songs,  movies,  TV  shows 
and  pern  do  not  encourage  teens 
to  remain  sexually  pure.'
